REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The application stands as abandoned as is announced in the Examiner's Action dated 
14 October 2005. Abandonment is based on failure of applicants’ 28 April 2005 response to 
the Requirement of Restriction to reach the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office Examiner. 

In response applicants previously filed the 20 October 2005 Petition Under 37 C.F.R. 
1.137(a) soliciting a revival of the application. This petition was 16 pages in length 
including the required previous reply copies. The 6 th page of these 16 pages was a copy of a 
Transmittal Form, with a lowermost Certificate of Mailing dated 28 April 2005, as was 
earlier submitted in response to the Requirement of Restriction. In view of the contents of 
the current Examiner's Action of Petition dismissing, it appears that only this 6 th page of 
the Petition document did not reach the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office Office of 
Petitions. That is, the Petition was dismissed for absence of a copy of the Certificate of 
Mailing dated 28 April 2005 while other matters considered in the Petition have not been 
faulted. 

A copy of the needed transmittal form, with Certificate of Mailing dated 28 April 2005, 
as was earlier submitted in response to the Requirement of Restriction, is attached hereto. 

In view of applicants’ now corroborated timely and complete response to both the 
Requirement of Restriction and the needed Petition for Revival and thus applicants’ 
complete absence of fault in the present sequence of events, a reconsideration and return of 
the $500.00 fee assessed for the Petition of Revival, to the deposit account of the U.S. Air 
Force, is respectfully solicited herein. Current concerns in the U.S. Department of Defense 
have made funding for this deposit account a matter of significant difficulty. 

Favorable reconsideration of the Petition for Revival and passage of the application to 
examination on the merits are respectfully solicited.
